1. (lean the tractor thoroughly, 
especially the engine. 
Cleaning 
will prevent moisture from accum­ 
ulating and insure fast starting in 
cold weather. 
2. Be sure the cooling system is 
properly protected by anti-freeze, 
or drain the entire system each 
time the tractor is used.

whereTeeners stay within corn al 
lotments and need silage.

There are many things to cause 
people in general to become dis 
rouraged. 
Much of the news in 
papers, on broadcasts, on radio or 
TV is not the type to make us op 
timistic. 
I feel it is time we heard what 
is good about you, our country, its 
people and let us hear about some 
of the good things people do.

I think we have a lot of good 
things going on and many good 
people.

A. I would test for lime and al­ 
so suspect potash being low in 
soil. Too much acidity would pre­ 
vent inoculation with bacteri* to 
furnish nitrogen, thus giving the 
plant light color and poor growth. 
Test for lime, phosphate and pot­ 
ash. 
, Q. I added heavy applications 
of lime, phosphate and potash and 
nitrogen last spring. What will be 
the elements lost since spring? 
A. The answer is nitrogen and 
some potash. 
Lime and phosphate 
are more stable, usually last 8 to 
IO years, potash 2 or 3 and nitro­ 
gen about I to 2 years.
